The hot summer of 1870 must have set 


many people thinking whether it ia not 
possible to invent some mode of salutation 
more convenient than that of shaking 
hands. When the thermometer is at 90 in 
the shade, and when the only hopo of 
escaping a sunstroke seems to be to drink 
BO much tea and to wear so little clothes 
aa to beijt promote perspiration, then tho 
tyranny ot the social law which compels 
us to grasp tho hand of a casual aud very 
hot acquaintance, and to give it the estab- 
lished vibration, in tully ielt, and becomes 
almost insupportable. But the inconve- 
nience of the practice of staking hands ie 
not confined to the season of hot weather 
only. There i» probably no mode of salu- 
tation commonly practised by any civilized 
nation which is so encompassed with diffi- 
culties and embarassments. Tho difficulty 
of making a correct bow is no doubt con- 
siderable. There is tho difficulty of know- 
ing how to bow ; bow to draw the artistic 
line between the unceremonious nod and 
the obsequious obeiauuce; and—for people 
who aim at doing things in good fora— 
the difficulty of apportioning their angles 
of reverence to the different sexes, and to 
the different social positions, ages, and de- 
grees of intimacy ot persons in each sex. 
And there is also the difficulty of knowing 
when to bow. But all the difficulties that 
cluster round the bow are nothing coin- 
pared to those that encompass the shaking 
of hands. Tho difficulty of knowing how 
to bow are, aftor all, only tho difficulties 
which beset the attempt to do anything 
well; and difficulties of the same" kind, 
not interior iu degree, will be found to 
beset the practico ot' shaking hands. As 
for the difficulties of .knowing whon to 
bow, 
it is obvious that they must be at 


least doubled in the case of hand-shaking, 
for this simple reason, that that mode of 
salutation requires tho consent and co- 
operation of two persons to execute it. 


Jf any person should be inclined to 


doubt whether hand-shaking is a difficult 
operation, let him consider tho different 
modes iu irhich the custom is observed 
among his various friends and acquaint- 
ances. There aro negative mod<;s and 
there are positive modes of shaking hands. 
There are, first of all, the people wlio seem 
to fear that if they once give you their 
hands they may never gettheia Oackugaiu 
and who manoeuvre so that you may not 
possess yourself of more than the tips of 
tlieir fingers. This mode of hand-shaking 
limy be called tipping, aud those who use 


i«r«. Clotwly allied to them ia an- 
iort ot hall-handed shakers, those, 


aniuly, who du not clasp your hand, but 
iiger it with two digits. This mode ol 
laking hands is sometimes adopted by

ety. But it is very apt to give offence; 
id the most serious consequences have 
een known to ensue from iu having been 
ructised by a young author upon a critic 
horn he had mistaken for a rival 'ivriter.

ecision, as brave children seize a snap 
rngou or an earwig.

when as is occasionally the case, they corn- 
line squeezing with clinging, they are 
imply unendurable, Hnd ought to be 
rented as creatures that outrage society.

sac was brought to this city last: week, 
and is staying or rather sleeping, at the 


ouee of Mrs. Davis, on Walnut street, 
etweeu Fifth and Sixth. 
The fact that 


lie Medical Society has thought it worth 
•hile to examine into the case r-.-oiovea the 
uspicion of anything like humbug, and 
o it becomes really a subject for a very iu- 
eresting inquiry. 


The Committee called about 10 o'clock 


n the morning yesterday at'the house men- 
ion«d, and soon after their arrival the 
;irl awoke to consciousness for a few 
ainuus, and then fell back into her state 
f insensibility and sleep. The physicians 
ound that her pulse beat at about 108 or 
10 per minute, and her temperature was 
rom OU to 97. Inquiries were made as to 
fir diet, her conversation and her past his- 
ory. 
After making their observations 


and taking a few notes, the committe re- 
ired. 
Another visit was made at three 


Vclock in the afternoon, and another at 
ten in the evening. The case was stated 
o be one which had never been paralleled 
n their experience. 
The report which 


hey will make next Saturday will no 
ioubt be interesting. '. o following par- 
iculars were ascertained of tho girl's his- 
tory : 


Susan C. Godsey, the subject of the in- 
uiry, is 39 years of age, and was born 
oven miles west 
of Trenton, Gibson 


ounty, Tenn., where her parents kept a 
mall farm. Her family removed to Ohio 
ouuty, where she wai a sprightly, healthy 
ittle girl, and she went with them. Alter 
his she was occasionally taken ill with 
hills and fever, but was partially relieved 
>y the use of quinine. On the 1st of Au- 
gust, ]848,_when she was nearly eight 
•ears of age, she fell into a torpid, 
ible, benumbed condition, in which, as it 
* veraciously stated, she has remained 
Luring tho last twenty-nine years, varied 
inly by a very singular and unparalleled 
cues ot pheuomena,whioh go on with the 
accuracy of clock work. Every morning, 
>recisely at the first dawning of light, she 
s found awake. This 2ta,te of wakeful- 
ness, however, does not ordinarily last for 
more than from four to eight minutes, 
during it' 
continuance she eats and 


drinks and talks. 
After having been 


awake for the time stated, the patient is 
,ben seized with a kind of convulsion, her 
lead moves from one side of the pillow to the 
other, iu what is called " a lateralmotion.': 
These motions are very rapid, and appear 
entirely uncontrollable. She then bend' 
brward her bead, and a kind of hiccough- 
ng is heard in her throat, and she finally 
relapses into her former torpid condition; 
her eyes are closed, her lips are firmly 
compressed, and no motion is visible 
except a constant agitation of the hands, 
which 
move 
about 
perpetually. 


This process is repeated every time she 
wakes, and also at intervals when asleep. 
Among the curious facts mentioned in 
connection with this case is that of the- 
nuraerical regularity of the symptoms 
which precede the awakening. 
In a few 


minutes after she is seized with the con 
vulsions and the lateral motion as describee 
she h»s twelve hiccoughs, then adding on< 
each time until she has sixteen. This UBU 
ally takes Imlf an hour, 
number is then reversed.

God*ey has been subject to neuralgic pain 
in the head and t?piuu, aud in almost con- 
Stan pain wheu awake to feel it. Her 
mind is perfectly rational while she in 
awake, and she readily distinguishes her 
mother and the iriends who attend her. 
Of course, she has had no opportunity of 
enlarging her ideas, and her mind is in 
almost the game state with regard to 
knowledge as when she was eight years of 
age. She is unable to stand or walk, but 
can speak in a low tone of voice. 


She says she is never sleepy, and never 


hungry. 
Small portions of well-cooked 


food are supplied to her daily, but she sel- 
dom shows a preference as to what .he 
eats. She drinks tea and coffee sometimes, 
and very frequently asks for water. She 
breathes in a low, subdued manner. Per- 
uonally, she has very frank, intelligent 
features, black hair, small mouth, and dark 
complexion. 
She has for years been at- 


tended by Dr. Glover and Dr. Phea. This 
is the first time she has been eo far away 
from home, having besu brought for the 
purpose of undergoing ,•- medical inspec- 
tion. The patient ban been examined by 
numerous eminent physician., and her 
symptoms are considered to be the result 
of an abnormal ronditiun of the nervous 
system, unparalleled in the history of 
medical science.

The switch-tonder on a railroad has in 


his hands the lives of hundreds of men 
and women. If he is careful, they pass 
safely over the part of the road in his 
charge; if he ia oaieless they may he 
plunged into death without a moment's 
warning. On Saturday, says the New York 
Eteniny Pott of Monday, a misplaced 
switch wrecked a tram on the Northern 
Railroad of New Jersey. The circumstance 
is not of very rare occurrence throughout 
the country. Scarcely a week passes, cer- 
tainly not a month goes by, without an 
"accident," as it i« called, for which the 
carelessness of a switch-tender is responsi- 
ble. How often is th« author of such a 
calamity punished ? Very seldom, indeed ; 
and then his punishment is much to light 
to impress itself on the minds of others of 
like responsibilities. Often the criminal 
— for criminal he is — ia "discharged" by 
the railroad company, and that ends the 
matter, nnlese, indeed, he goes into tho 
same service with another company and 
perhaps repeats the same offense. 


"But," says some "humane" 
person, 


"would you hang or imprison for Ufa a 
poor follow whose inteutiont were right 
but who mndo a mistake?". Certainly; 
when a mistake involves such consfquences 
no punishment is too severe. Suppose it 
w«re known that a Bwitch-tender who had 
misplaced a iwitoh, no matter whether any 
•ne was killed or not on the wrecked truu, 
would be condemned by law to the se- 
verest punishment — would not that pre- 
vent men of weak intellect or c»reless hab- 
its from t, ling the place ? Would it not 
make swi! ah-tcnders more careful ? And 
in auuh -i ;ase are we to punish only mal- 
ice and condone the criminal carelessness 
which ;s just as dangerous to life M tho 
worst malice ? 


Spontaneous Combustion.

As the ragi be- 
came unsuitable for further use they were 
thrown into a barrel in the corner, where 
they accumulated and received no further 
attention, nntil one night, when some of 
the domestics, wbo slept in an adjoining 
department, heard a crackling noise, and 
stnelled 
something like burning rags. 


They immediuttly examined the premise", 
and found that same barrel with it* non- 
tents in. a blaze. This circumstance was 
relmted to me « short time after the ocoar- 
rence, by a near relative of the family; and 
no one doubted that it was' a slear p«i»fl of 
sponttmeeui eon bustion.
